I have Jh»»t read Ambaaaador Dowling'e report of hie 
mooting with j ©u, end 1 writ* to say simply that 1 1« 
very flad °' ***• f <** heginning In getting ear relatione 
back where they w«r« In Hovcmber. t am care that a* 
long ee we can keep In tnte kind of teach directly and 
through oar trusted adviser* we shall be all right. I 
want to cay* too* that I personally regret that my failure 
to give a formal answer to year letter of April 14th gare 
yon concern. I did •end a prompt oral tresponse ( which 
wss aeceaeary becsose 1 wss oat of town* and because a 
meeting with the Soviet Ambassador had been scheduled 
for the very next day -- but a letter should have followed! 
our rslatlone to each other are toe Important to be marred 
by such matters. 

In the same spirit let me eay that I am aura the Impres- 
sion you formed of Secretary Auak*a message te Foreign 
Minister Schroeder was the result of an unhappy accident 
la the meaning of words In our two languages. I believe 
we are both very well served by our loyal and able 
Foreign Ministers, and for that matter by thslr profes- 
sional staffs. They are trying to keep us together, and 
we must not be hard on them. 

I am glad that you are giving your close personal attention 
to the papers now under dleeuselon between ear two gov- 
ernments, and we shall look forward to hearing your view*. 
Ae 1 see the matter, our agrcemente greatly outweigh our 
differences and we have time enough to work out a clear 
position before any paper goee on to the Soviet*. 
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At the eame tin*. I think It in very clear that we ehall ell 
gala greatly If we can get tide Berlin crlaie moderated la 
a faehtoa that honorably protecta both the people of Berlin 
and oar own later arte. Wo doubt II tharo la any proepect 
of a real eettlcment with tho Sovlcta. hat wo a© think tharo 
la a chance of getting thle three- and«a-half- year* old aritla 
cooled off by an arrangement that caatara ©a the very few 
thing a both eidea can aay la the eame language. Oar 
tactical parpoae ta to teat thla poaaihtltty — and to do It 
la a way which continaoe to protect oar common interacts -• 
while proving to ail concerned that a decent eolation la 
poaaiblo whenever the Sovieta are ready to accept It.
